Toronto: 

Bonehead violence was escalating in Toronto’s west end 
throughout the spring. In late April, the neighbourhood was shaken by 
one of the most blatant and idiotic attacks yet. A bunch of bone- 
heads, including several Poles but many Anglos too, were harassing 
people at Dundas West Station. Several got on a Roncesvalles bus 
and headed south. On the bus, they got in an argument with a Black 
man and jumped him, then fled the bus and ran off into the neigh¬ 
bourhood screaming “White Power!” 

Within minutes, the area was crawling with cops, who picked up 
four of the attackers: Justin Vrdoljak, Adam Paul Kujtkowski, Alexan 
Kulbashian and Clayton Edward Scott, all teenagers. 

Since then, bonehead sightings have gone down. A B’nai Brith 
forum brought out some local citizens and ARA has been in the area 
too - word on the street is that the fash know they are being watched 
and it makes them nervous. Good! Apparently some of the local neo- 
nazi “Polish Commandos” are moving further west, to Mississauga. 


London, Ontario: 

On the last weekend of August, four boneheads jumped two Black 
men. Jesse Dubrueil, Timothy Baker, Michael O’Brien and Steve 
Swiatek were all charged with assault. Steve Swiatek is well known 
to anti-racists. This photo of him was distributed throughout his neigh¬ 
bourhood years ago, when London ARA was in more regular conflict 
with the local boneheads. 



Meanwhile, during the lead- 
up to London’s Gay/Lesbian/ 
Bisexual/ Transgendered Pride 
celebration, Dubreuil had made 
some ineffectual threats 
against ARA supporters. This 
only inspired a sftong ARA 
contingent to come out. We 
were surprised to see Marc 
Lemire, webmaster for the 
neo-nazi “Digital Freedom” 
website, who was there to 
document the antics of 
“Straight-Man”, a (self- 
described) hetero icon who was 
there to stir up trouble during the annual queer celebration. 
Interesting how some “family values” proponents end up networked 


with neo-nazis, isn’t it? 





Kingston, Ontario: 

The Canada Day weekend was supposed to be a big coming-out 
party for the Heritage Front in Kingston, Ontario. They had 
announced far and wide that they would be hosting a camping retreat 
and even advertised a white power concert with bands from across 
North America. 

Instead, anti-racists blew their cover. The bonehead plans 
somehow made national news. Friends of ARA began planning an 
action. There was a buzz in Kingston, which fizzled the day before 
the supposed concert after police assured the media that the nazi 
plans had been called off. Just to make sure, ARAers rolled in from 
around Ontario. We had a great day meeting up with local folks, vis¬ 
iting some homes of local nazi organizers, and enjoying a punk show 
later in the evening. We left satisfied that they were a complete 
failure and that anti-racists in the area were ready to take them on in 
any future pathetic attempts to organize in Kingston. 

Montreal, Quebec: 

On June 23rd (St-Jean Baptiste Day), up to 10 neo-nazis beat a 
39-year-old man into a coma outside of Bar Helene on Belanger, just 
a few blocks away from the home of Berzerker Boot Boy Mathieu 
Dubois, outed to the neighbourhood in May of '99 by Montreal Anti- 
Racist Action. Six days later, Christian Thomas died in hospital from 
his injuries. 

According to ARA Montreal: “Bar Helene has been a favoured 
hangout for Montreal neo-nazis for over a year. The bar staff knew it, 
the bar owner knew it, the patrons of the bar knew it, people in the 
neighbourhood knew it. But no one did or said anything, and now the 
neo-nazis have beat someone to death. This is a prime example of 
what happens when people concede public space to nazis - they murder.” 

Coeur D’Alene, Idaho 

The Aryan Nations has been one of the most significant neo-nazi 
organizations in our times, melding Christian Identity “religion” with a 
political agenda and terrorist tactics. In the United States and Canada 
it has dozens of chapters and a large distribution network for racist 
and fascist literature. The Butler compound, at Hayden Lake, with its 
"Whites Only" sign, barbed wire and occasional cross burnings, has 
been a pilgrimage spot for white supremacists from around the world 
and a symbol of the separate state they seek to create. 

But the compound, their website and even their group name will 
soon be sold to satisfy a $6.3 million civil suit brought by the 
Southern Poverty Law Center, on behalf of two people who were shot 
at by guards outside the Hayden Lake headquarters. 

AN leader Richard Butler filed for bankruptcy two days after what 
may have been the AN’s last march through the streets of Coeur 
d’Alene. He had booked a hotel room for a press conference, but 
was denied entry by local police. He ended up hosting his press con¬ 
ference in the church at the old compound. A stained-glass window 
behind the pulpit, which showed the Aryan Nations' shield and 
swastika symbol, had been shattered by a vandal's rock. 

Butler plans to continue his political work, but under a new name - 
the Aryan National Alliance. 










Anti-fascists on the front lines 
against corporate globalization 



Since the massive protests against the World 
Trade Organization in Seattle at the end of 
1999, activists have given the rulers of the 
world’s economy no peace. Prague, in the 
Czech Republic, was the latest battleground in 
this new movement, as 1000s of people con¬ 
verged on this old city to challenge the power 
of the International Monetary Fund (IMF). 

Since World War II, the IMF has been 
manipulating the economies of poor countries 
by “lending” money to them and then tellling 
their governments how to run their own affairs. 

While it’s been the southern countries that 
have been hardest hit by these undemocratic 
practices, Eastern Europe has also seen its 
share of IMF-style “readjustment” - increasing 
unemployment, decline in social services, and 
the collapse of environmental protections. So 
when the IMF announced its meeting in 
Prague, there were many ready and willing to 
take up the challenge. 

Most see the movements against global cap- Anti-fascists in political debate with boneheads 
italism as left-wing, promoting more democracy 
(not less). But the racist right has also followed the movement with 
interest. In Seattle, extreme rightist Pat Buchanan got lots of air-time 
to blame “foreign capital” and China for U.S. problems. In Prague, 
out-and-out fascists organized their own demonstration against the 
IMF on September 23, three days before the big demonstrations on 
September 26. Anti-Fascist Action in the Czech Republic saw their 
role as two-fold - one, to deny the fascists any space to put out their 
political message, and two - to support the radical anarchist tenden¬ 
cies within the anti-globalization demonstrations later in the week. 

This photo was taken after a 1,000-strong anti-fascist protest, as 
anti-fas caught up with some of the boneheads at the railway station, 
after their much smaller rally. 

The overall mobilization against the IMF was incredibly successful, 
forcing the meetings to shut down a day early. The protestors 
seemed fearless, fighting pitched battles with cops. Of course, there 
was a heavy price to be paid. In the days that followed the bigger 
demonstrations, hundreds were arrested and many faced severe bru¬ 
tality in Prague’s jails. 

In North America, anti-racist and anti-fascists have been involved 
in all the big protests in this “new wave” of activism. And we’ve con¬ 
sistently stood with the most radical tendencies in that movement, 
both tactically (during the demos themselves) and politically too. 

ARA in Columbus, Ohio, has been one of the key groups orga¬ 
nizing to “unwelcome” the Trans-Atlantic Business Dialogue (TABD), 
which will bring together more than 100 corporate bigwigs and top 
government officials from North America and Europe. The TABD aims 
to informally co-ordinate these insanely powerful people. Check out 
Columbus ARA’s call to action against them! 


We are calling for Revolutionary Anti-Capitialist people to come 
to Ohio and join us in opposing yet another undemocratic authori¬ 
tarian structure functioning quietly in peace this year. On November 
16th thru 18th the Trans-Atlantic Business Dialoge (TABD) will hold 
their annual CEO meetings in downtown Cincinnati... Along with 
the WTO, IMF, World Bank, UN, NATO, and NAFTA, the TABD is 
just one more tool for reducing inter-capitalist conflict, allowing 
them to better exploit the rest of us. 

Many coalitions are calling for actions, rallies, marches, and 
teach-ins during this latest undemocratic meeting to divide the 
world’s resources and the fruits of all people’s labor for the benefit 
of an elite few. Many of these actions will be legal, permitted, and 
reformist. Others will be of a non-violent, civil disobedient nature. 
But regardless of these various coalitions’ stances on tactics, none 
of their political statements represent our views or needs. For this 
reason, we find it necessary to organize in solidarity with these 
coalitions, but autonomously, on our own terms and with our own 
explicity anti-capitalist analysis. 

We are not necessarily calling for any specific tactic aside from 
revolutionaries visibly standing together against imperialism and 
exploitation. We feel it is important that we stand apart from the 
advocates of “fair” trade and green capitalism. Whether it is the 
TABD or another global capitalist structure, our opposition is the 
same, we stand with indigenous people and the working class the 
world over against the facade of “improvements” on global capi¬ 
talism; capitalism cannot be improved, it must be destroyed. We 
stand for a bright future, when the fruits of the world’s labor are 
used for the needs of the people that do the producing. 

To that end we are against narrow economic nationalism. We

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JUNE 15 - OCAP MAKES HISTORY 



FIGHTING TO WIN! 


On June 15th, over one thousand people representing many differ- 
entsegments of our province marched on the provincial legislature 
alongside the Ontario Coalition Against Poverty (OCAP). With OCAP 
and the protesters were ARA members from across Ontario to show 
our mutual resistance to this conservative government that has 
brought pain and misery to the people of this province for the last 6 
years. On June 15th, the crowd approached Queens Park and 
halted to send a delegation of homeless people, working people and 
community organizers to address the legislature with four demands. 
The demands were clear but strong, that the province return the 


21.6% of welfare that they cut, abolish the pro-landlord Tenant 
Protection Act, remove the social cleansing law the safe streets act, 
and lastly build social housing. 

In our province, welfare recipients are receiving less than they 
need to survive; we are seeing the rise in housing costs, and more 
and more evictions of tenants so that landlords can raise rent levels. 
You cannot walk the streets of Toronto, or any other city on Ontario 
and not see that there are more homeless people on our streets. 
Conditions in the projects are getting worse each month, and all this 
because the pro-business agenda of our provincial government 
believes that profit comes before the lives of our people, our sisters 
and brothers that we are suffering alongside. 

On June 15th, we saw the rage of the poor and the working class 
of Ontario come head to head with the province and its forces. We 
saw many stories in the media, but there is only one truth. We went 
to Queens Park with a set of demands, and the right to voice these 
demands to a government that claims to represent us was not met. 
On June 15th, when the police attempted to clear the park of the 
protesters, the people finally met the state with resistance, fury, and 
conviction. We were not going to simply allow our voices to go 
unheard again; simply waving a banner is not enough anymore. The 
confrontation at Queens Park ended with 42 police officers reporting 
injury, 9 police horses injured, over $100,000 damage done to 
provincial and city property, as well as over 3 dozen injured pro¬ 
testers and over the last 5 months, 40 plus arrests of demonstrators. 
The media and the police have painted a picture of the protesters as 
violent criminals, but the reality of self-defence is quite clear. When 
one person is attacked, they will respond. Over the past 6 years, the 

people of this province have 
been under attack and on 
June 15th we responded. It is 
time now that we pull our¬ 
selves together to keep up 
the defence against this gov¬ 
ernment, and only then when 
we are together can we 
switch to offence, and topple 
Mike Harris and his govern¬ 
ment. 

When you drop a pebble 
into water, it sends out ripples 
in all directions. June 15th is 
that pebble that has been 
dropped, it is now up to us to 
turn those ripples of water 
into tidal waves of resistance 
and bring this government 
down. ARA stands beside 
OCAP and anyone who is 
willing to resist and fight for 
the people of this province.

RCMP surveillance and 
dirty tricks exposed! 


Recently, a five year RCMP campaign against two anfi-fascist and 
animal rights activists, Darren Thurston and David Barbarash, ended 
quietly. They’d been charged with threatening hunting guides by 
mailing razor blades to them. On September 21, all charges were 
“stayed” by the Crown. 

Darren and David are committed activists who have worked on V. 
such issues as animal and earth liberation, anti-fascist organising and 
prisoner support. Both are former political prisoners who did time for 
a successful Animal Liberation Front action in which 29 cats were lib¬ 
erated from a University of Alberta facility in 1992. 

The RCMP initiated their surveillance campaign on Darren and 
David, as well as other anti-fascist and animal rights activists 
(including people involved with ARA) in 1995. Supposedly, they were 
investigating a mailbombing campaign that targeted Terry Long and 
Charles Scott of the Aryan Nations as well as Toronto-based nazi- 
propagandist and holocaust denier Ernst Zundel. Although the cops 
fingered Darren & David as responsible in the media, neither they nor 
anyone else has ever been charged in connection to the mailbomb- 
ings - because there is no evidence! 

Nonetheless, the RCMP raided 4 homes and 2 storage lockers, 
including Darren’s mom’s house! The RCMP seized truckloads of 
files, clothing, tools, books, computers, and personal effects. 
“Coincidentally” the RCMP laid charges against Darren and David 
(for the razor blades, not the mailbombs), one day before they were 
legally required to give back the items seized in the raids. It is 
doubtful whether the charges were ever intended to stick. 

According to Darren (in a Radio Antifa interview, September 2000): 

“A lot of us believe that it was to keep property to go through it, to 
be able to harass me and David and other activists across Canada 
and keep investigations open in our communities. We are very angry 
that we didn’t get our chance to go to trial and be acquitted... 

Courtroom blues 

Waaaay back in July 1998, ARA organized a quick-and-dirty protest 
against anti-abortion thugs “Missionaries to the Preborn”. From 
Milwaukee, Wisconsin, the Missionaries are committed bullies who have 
used threats, intimdation and vandalism to harass women seeking abor¬ 
tions and those doctors and clinic staff who are brave enough to stand 
up in the face of their crap. Their founder, Matt Trewheila, is connected 
to the most militant of the anti-abortion terrorists, and has even signed 
the infamous “Defensive Action” statement which says that murder of 
abortion providers is OK. 

They were touring Ontario with Canada’s own Campaign Life Coalition 
to try to breathe some life into the anti-abortion movement here. When 
they made a stop at Queen’s Park, we brought out 150 people to send a 
strong message that we won’t put up with harassment and violence 
against women who are excerising their right to control our own bodies. 

Unfortunately, the cops didn’t take kindly to our protest and viciously 
arrested 11 people. Most were charged with “intimidation" -that is, 
blocking a road. Weil, after 26 months and 20 court appearances, all 
charges were “stayed” in September 2000 because of an “unreasonable 
delay” in bringing the case to trial. 


“In June of this year (2000) 

Judge Lysyk ordered the disclo¬ 
sure of numerous documents 
which would have shone a lot of 
light on an undercover RCMP 
investigation where they tried to 
incite me and David to commit 
arson. Undercover informants 
took us out to the country and 
tried to get us to commit an 
arson on an old abandoned 
house. It was something that me 
and David were aghast at and of 
course never did. But it was one 
of the things that was ordered 
disclosed to us... 

“The RCMP said they don’t 
want to give us disclosure 
because it would give out more 
information than they are willing 
to provide. An excuse they’ve 
also used is that it would also 
disclose agreements they have 
with international law enforcement agencies and release information 
that they’re not allowed to release. We feel that there are dozens of 
other investigations and actions that the RCMP is investigating across 
Canada. So, the surveillance and infiltration of our communities is not 
going to stop, and that’s one of the reasons we’ve been speaking out 
against RCMP dirty tricks and CSIS surveillance of citizens.”

Most likely the cops never intended to pursue those charges-they 
just used their powers of arrest to end our demonstration. And the court 
system played along, allowing delay after delay, leaving the accused 
people stressed out about stupid charges. 

Another “legal” tool in the police arsenal: when you’re busted you 
can be bailed out, but only if you agree to “bail conditions”. Typical con¬ 
ditions include things like: not carrying weapons, or living at a certain 
address, or staying away from someone you’re accused of attacking. 
For activists, conditions have included: not being allowed to go to 
Queen’s Park, or Allan Gardens (where there are ongoing protests 
against homelessness). Many people have had to promise that they 
won’t communicate with, or “associate with” other activists. Now, lots of 
these conditions are totally unconstitutional because they clearly violate 
our rights to political expression. But the cops go ahead and impose 
those conditions anyway, leaving us to fight it out in the courts. 

We’re only going to see more of this kind of “political policing" as 
unrest continues to grow and spread. So we’ve got to educate ourselves 
about how the system works and how to have each others’ backs!

DAVID IRVING 


IN A BRITISH COURT 
& IN THE STREETS OF CHICAGO, 
HOLOCAUST DENIAL TAKES 
TWO DIRECT HITS 
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On September 19, the internationally despised Holocaust denier 
and historical revisionist David Irving was scheduled to speak at 
a secret meeting in Chicago regarding "Truth in History.” The 
topic of Irving's scheduled appearance is ironic, given that his 
reputation as a historian was thoroughly shredded by a judge¬ 
ment placed against him in a British high court earlier this year. 
[For more on this, check out the acompanying article.]... 

A short time before David Irving was scheduled to speak in 
Chicago, the progressive right-wing monitoring group the Center 
for New Community (CNC) learned of the event and put out a 
call to anti-fascists around Chicago to respond and protest. Over 
70 people turned out on only a day's notice, including a sizable 
contingent pulled together by Anti-Racist Action (ARA) as well as 
student activists from Depaul University. The activists gathered at 
DePaul University, only a few blocks away from Stefani's, the 
bourgeois restaurant hosting Irving's event. The anti-fascists then 
marched to the restaurant and staged a spirited protest out front. 
This rowdy protest was blocked from getting in the front door, but 
the highly visible and loud presence drew crowds of onlookers 
from the surrounding neighborhood, restaurants and workplaces. 

At the same time, a group of masked anti-fascists stormed 
into the restaurant through the rear kitchen entrance. This mili¬ 
tant action further disrupted Irving’s presentation, as tables were 
knocked over, food was thrown and Irving’s literature ripped and 
scattered. Irving himself was struck with a chair! The antifas with¬ 
drew from the restaurant before police arrived, and no arrests 
were taken. Irving and his audience of 20 or so were forced to 
retreat to the basement of the building. 

The protest outside the restaurant continued for 45 minutes, 
before it left the area in the face of a growing police presence 
and escalated police threats. The entire night was undoubtedly a 
victory, as it showed that anti-fascists could organize on 
extremely short notice to disrupt a clandestine fascist affair and 
hand them a lesson they won’t soon forget. The anti-fascists 
themselves were a diverse bunch, including religious activists, 
Jewish students, Latino punks, white anarchists and class war 
skinheads. The action was also successful because it incorpo¬ 
rated space both for activists who merely wished to make a pres¬ 
ence and expose the affair as well as militants who wished to 
take direct action and attempt to shut it down. Both played their 
part, and delivered a message that fascists will not be allowed to 
secretly spread their lies and organize without being directly con¬ 
fronted and opposed.

Since the end of the Second World War, as reports of the horrific 
atrocities that occurred in the Holocaust, there has been a small 
group of right wing extremists who have denied the entire event. 

They claim that the murder of over six million Jews, gay men & les¬ 
bians, Roma People, Political Dissidents, and other minorities is 
merely a myth orchestrated by the "international Jewish conspiracy". 
Lately, with the alarming rise of extreme right political parties, neo- 
fascists are even more adamant about denying the horrific images of 
the Holocaust. They dismiss it as, in the words of the British National 
Party’s leader Nick Griffin, "a mixture of Allied wartime propaganda, 
extremely profitable lie, and latter witch hysteria." To many neo- 
fascist organizers, the Holocaust is seen as the biggest obstacle in 
way of political credibility. They therefore see Holocaust denial as 
necessary in their quest for political success. Indeed, Joerg Haider 
who led his extreme right Freedom Party to form a coalition govern¬ 
ment in Austria, was a strong Holocaust denier. 

One of the most predominant holocaust deniers is David Irving. 
Irving has spent over 40 years of his life speaking to small crowds of 
neo-nazi boneheads and publicly denying the atrocities committed 
under the third Reich. He uses sketchy, if any evidence to claim that 
there were no gas chambers used in Auschwitz. Irving has been 
quoted as saying in reference to comments that denying the holo¬ 
caust was tasteless "Oh you think that’s tasteless, how about this? ... 
I’m going to form an Association of Auschwitz survivors, survivors of 
the holocaust and other liars, or the A.S.S.H.O.L.S". Irving’s 
grotesque remarks have caused him to be banned from many coun¬ 
tries including Canada, Australia, New Zealand, and Germany. 

In the winter of 2000, David Irving launched a libel case against 
Deborah Lipstadt and Penguin Books for being labeled a "Holocaust 
denier" in Lipstadt’s book "Denying the Holocaust”. Irving’s logic 
behind his trial was that there was no Holocaust and therefore he 
can’t be a Holocaust denier. This quite a stretch from Irving’s former 
position on the Holocaust in 1977 when he clearly accepts that the 
Holocaust did occur, but that Hitler had little to do with it. His opinions 
changed in 1988 after a meeting with Fred Leuchter, an Amerikan 
neo-fascist. By 1991 all his views were free of references to the 
Holocaust. "You won’t find the Holocaust mentioned in one line, not 
even a footnote, why should you? If something didn’t happen, then 
you don’t even dignify it with a footnote." One must wonder why if he 
won’t even dignify denying it to a footnote why he would dedicate his 
life to denying it. 

Irving saw the trial as more of a publicity stunt than defending his 
civil rights. He had labeled it "the trial of the century" and said he was 
defending his "legitimacy as an historian". However it didn’t take long 
for his true intentions to become obvious and at one point the judge 
told Irving "this exercise is not entirely for the press". 

Throughout the trial Irving tried pointlessly to prove that the 
Holocaust did not happen, while at the same time trying to persecute 
those who had called him a "Holocaust denier". If you’re struggling to 
figure out the logic behind that, remind yourself that Irving is a Nazi 
and naturally an illogical being. On the third day of the trial, Irving 
was further denounced when it became apparent that German 
authorities had requested Irving’s extradition to Germany to answer 
charges of inciting racial hatred.

Pierre George & ARA 
at the OPP museum 


On September 7, Pierre George along with activists from ARA chap¬ 
ters in Kitchener-Waterloo, Toronto and Oakville traveled to the OPP 
headquarters in Orillia, Ontario. 

Pierre George attempted to present the OPP museum with a V. 
display about the OPP attack on unarmed defenders of Stoney Point 
and the murder of his brother Anthony "Dudley" George by OPP 
officer Kenneth Deane. 

As Pierre stated “It’s only fair that they present both sides [of the 
dispute] to the public, after all, everything here is the truth,” as he 
pointed at his homemade display. 

Upon reaching the front doors of OPP headquarters Pierre and 
ARA were first stopped by the duty Staff Sergeant and a pair of 
security guards who killed time while the building was scoured for 
someone who would be able to spin the media in favor of the OPP 

Meanwhile, Pierre talked to assembled media in front of the 
building about the Conservative Party's role in the 1995 OPP attack 
on unarmed Stoney Pointers that left his brother dead. 

Soon, an OPP native policing officer was on hand having been 
asked by security to handle the "situation" because "He was native 
himself'. 

While considerably more polite than the OPP officers that gunned 
down Dudley George, refused to assist Pierre when he was taking 
Dudley to a hospital in a vehicle with a flat tire and then attacked 
and arrested Pierre upon finally arriving at the hospital, the native 
officer was unable (or unwilling) to answer questions about the OPP 
assault on Stoney Point, native sovereignty and the racist memora¬ 
bilia produced by OPP officers in "commemoration" of Dudley's 
murder. 

Pierre and ARA then took a quick tour of the OPP museum 
which contained displays like a Tommy gun used by 1930's era offi¬ 
cers, propaganda pamphlets on the OPP's "Crisis Negotiation Team" 
and the OPP's "Emergency Response Team" as well as body 
armour and police uniforms and riot helmets for kids to try on. 

Shows how little these so-called "peace officers" actually care about 


keeping the 
peace! The 
entire museum 
is about glori¬ 
fying the milita¬ 
rization of the 
police and brain¬ 
washing kids 
into thinking 
"Cops are cool" 

(as the stickers 
plastered on 
every display 
proclaim). 

It was little 
surprise when 
the OPP refused 
to mount 
Pierre’s hand¬ 
made display on 
what the OPP 

are like in real life. Of course, the "Museum curator wasn't in, but 
Pierre could leave his display there for review.” 

Given the OPP's record of "losing" key files about Stoney Point, 
Pierre declined to leave the display in their hands. Instead a photo¬ 
copy was made and was promised to be given to the curator for 
review, a signed letter of response was also promised from the OPP. 

Pierre and ARA then left having made the point that the OPP 
museum presents a one-sided history of the police force and that, 
even after five years, Pierre has not forgiven or forgotten the OPP 
for the assault on Stoney Point and the murder of his brother.

After the trial which consisted mostly of Irving struggling to 
justify outrageous claims with no evidence, the judge, Mr. Justice 
Gray, ruled in Lipstadt’s favour. Mr. Gray warned that the 
Holocaust denial agenda is "very often neo-nazi in content". He 
also ruled that "any claims Irving had to objectivity were demol¬ 
ished once the defense proved that Irving was rabidly anti-Semitic 
and racist." In respect to Irving’s claim to being a historian the 
judge said "Irving treated the historical evidence in a manner 
which fell short of the standard to be expected of a conscientious 
historian." In conclusion the judge pronounced Irving a man who 
shares anti-Semitic and racist prejudices with neo-fascists. As a 
result of the ruling Irving will have to cover the cost of the 
defense’s legal bills, a sum of roughly 5 million dollars, an amount 
that will expectedly bankrupt Irving and cost him the copyrights to 


his 30 books and his mansion flat in London. Anti-fascist 
observers fear that Irving will still have an outlet through the 
internet, similar to Canadian fascist Ernst Zundel, as there are few 
regulations restricting hate material on the web. 

The legal ruling against Irving is a victory in the fight against 
neo-fascism as it has financially destroyed a prominent fascist. 

The trial however has illustrated the potential danger and threat of 
the entire Holocaust denial movement. It shows the importance to 
all who believe in a just anti-fascist society that the Holocaust 
must be remembered forever as a blatant illustration of the 
extreme dangers of fascism. In the words of Michael Lee, a 76 
year old man who lost 32 members of his family to the holocaust, 
"It is always better to remember too much than too little."

Haider in the hot seat... 
or is he sitting pretty? 


In February 2000 the governing Austrian People's Party (OVP) 
entered into a coalition government with the extreme right wing 
Freedom Party (FPO). The Freedom Party is lead by Joerg Haider, 
who is also Governor of the Austrian province of Carinthia. He’s ^ 
renowned for his racist and xenophobic policies. To illustrate, these 
are comments he has made: 

"We, the Freedom Party, are not the vermin destroying democracy, we are the 
vermicide. In our country blacks and reds are running the government, while 
in other countries they live in reservations. " (Die Presse 10-9-1990) 

"In the Third Reich they made a proper policy of employment." (Speech in 

THE LOCAL PARLIAMENT OF CARINTHIA 13-6-1991) 

"Walter Reder was a soldier like any other. He fulfilled his duty, according to 
the oath of a soldier." Speaking about the former SS officer Walter 
Reder, who has been convicted for his responsibility in the mas¬ 
sacre of Marzabotto, where more than 1000 people were killed. 
(KArntner Nachrichten 14-2-1985) 

Reaction to the FPO entering the government was swift. Tens of 
thousands of Austrians took to the streets in massive anti-govern¬ 
ment demonstrations, some of which turned into running battles with 
the Austrian police. The Austrian consulate in Malmo Sweden was 
firebombed, the European Union (EU) and Canada imposed sane-

After only two 
weeks of being in the 
coalition government 
Joerg Haider made a 
surprise visit to 
Montreal, his first 
international trip 
after the FPO 
entered the 
Austrian govern¬ 
ment. ARA 

Montreal quickly swung into action to unwel¬ 
come him. After tracking Haider to his hotel ARA Montreal called an 
emergency demonstration, which brought 50 anti-fascists to the 
hotel to confront Haider. After pushing through hotel security 
Montreal anti-fascists occupied the hotel lobby while other antifas 
welcomed arriving guests to Thotel des fascistes". Unfortunately, 
Haider wasn't in for ARA to properly introduce themselves to him. 
However, he was spotted on the news later that night reduced to 
ducking into a new hotel through a back entrance. 

In October the E.U. and Canada lifted their sanctions against 
Austria, showing how superficial and opportunistic they were in the 
first place. If either the E.U. or Canadian government were serious 
about taking on the very real threat of the rise fascism they wouldn't 
be imposing draconian immigration and economic policies much like 
those advocated by the FPO itself. 

With Fascists such as Front National (France), the BNP 
(England), the NPD (Germany), and the xenophobic right-wing 
Canadian Alliance (the official federal opposition in Canada), taking 
large percentages of the popular vote or governing cities and sitting 
in parliaments, the anti-fascist movement is facing serious chal¬ 
lenges. We cannot afford the illusion that the state is part of the anti¬ 
fascist struggle; we must rely, as we always have, on ourselves to 
stop the fascists. If there's any doubt to how fascists deal with oppo¬ 
sition, we leave you with a final quote from the man himself: 

"Vienna has to be liberated from the left wing... In Carinthia the 
left wing does not dare to protest anymore, Vienna is different.”
